Raleigh, N. C., September 5.—(Special.) 
A very large nuinber of the North Car- 
olina cotton mille have shut down, stat- 
ing that it was for the purposes of re- 
The fact is, cotton is somewhat 
searce and go high that the mills in most 
cases say there is no profit in the manu- 
facture at present figures. It is pretty 
safe to say that fewer spindles are in 
operation now in this state than in 
several years past, in spite of the fact 
that there is a large increase in a num- 
ber of milla, The building of mills hit 
fallen off somewhat this year, but still 
there has been a gain of a goog many 
thousand spindles. 

Most of the mills now idle expect to 
start up again the Ist of October. 


Hard Year on Mills. 

This has been a very hard year on 
the mills, but very few have gone 0 
the wall; in fact, only two in North 
Carolina, out of some 300, A great 
many of the mill emplovees have taken 
work on the farms and so have fared 
pretty well, all labor being in great re- 
quest for the farmers, and the wages vo! 
white laborers as well as colored being 
at least 30 per cent higher than they 
were two or three years ago. 

Most of the mills are in small towns 
and hence it is very easy for the opera- 
tives to get farmi work. It is this which 
relloves a strain which in New England 
would be severely felt. If every cotton 
mill operative, and there are over 765,- 
000 of them in North Carolina, were at 
work on the farms, there would yet be 
a demand for more, so eag@g are the 
farmers to secure labor.

Kansas City, Mo.,,September 5.—Thom- 
as E, Watson, populist candidate for — 
president of the United States, was the | 
principal speaker at a Labor day picnic 
here today. Mr. Watson began by an- 
nouncing that he was 48 years old to- 
day. He said in part: 

“The workmen, whose toil produces the 
vast increase in the nation’s wealth, asks 
why it is that the men who produce ths 
most of thia Wealth, should. by subt!e 
contrivances of law and of business, en- 
joy the most of it. In other words, the 
man who makes it all thinks that he 
vught to have a fair share of that which 
he makes 

“The laborer has the right to com- 
plain that too much of the weight of 
tuxation falls upon him, the poorer man, 
when the greater weight of the burden 
should be borne by the richer man, who 
is more able to bear it, and who enjoys 
to a greater extent the benefits of gov- 
ernment, 

‘Labor has a just cause to complain 
tnat the hours of work are too long. 

“The laborer has just cause of com- 
plaint because children, who are too 
young ‘for the confinement and toil, are 
kept at work In unhealthy and exhaust- 
ing efmployment. 

“Labor has a right to demand that the 
life of a workman should be held more 
sacred than the machine he works with, 
and, therefore, every possible safety ap- 
Pliance should be adopted for his ben- 
efit. It should be glad to see the in- 
troduction into this country of the Ger- 
man system of old age pensions. 

“If the earth is only a battle field, 
in which the Creator intended that the | 
strong battalion shoulg always trample 
down the weak, then the present system 
is all right; that w« fust what occurs, but, 
if the earth was intended by our common 
father as the home of his children, and 
it was the divine purpose that each of 
these children should find food, raiment 
and shejter in return for labor, then our 
present system needs reform.”’

Labor, was orator of labor 
day and delivered the principal ad- 
dress of the day. His effort was one 
that gave full reign to his . oratorical 
powers. He was listened to attentively 
and was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause. His address in full follows: + 

“The hosts ef labor have met together 
on this festival occasion for a mutual ex- 
change of greetings and congratulations, 
and to take account of the achievements 
of the year just ended. . 

“Indeed, this is a happy day for the 
laboring classes, set apart by the nation- 
al and state governments for holiday ob- 
servance, in honor of labor and laboring 
people; therefore, let us fitly celebrate 
this anniversary by refiecting upon some 
of the facts and fundamental principles 
that govern our great enterprise—a cause 
for which many have long suffered and 
struggied,;and which is today near afd 
dear to the hearts of us all. 

“It has been said that ‘the proper study 
of mankind is*man;’ and true it is that 
the best thought of all the ages has been 
focalized upon the great problems of his 
status, development and destiny. 

“The doctrine of the brotherhood of 


man is both a sctentific and a divine 


truth. 

“We know that in a large and responsi- 
ble measure we are our brothers’ keep- 
ers, and. that the obligation of bearing 
the burdens of one another, founded in 
Holy Writ, was never more binding or 
pressing upon us than it is today. 

“But while we recognize the broad 
principle of duty, owed to our fellowmen 
generally, we must realize that our great- 
est obligation’ is to our neighbor; and we 
mean neighbor in a broader sense than 
a simple designation of those who live 
near our doors. 

“We number as our neighbors all that 
great class of our fellow men, who work 
by our sides, in the same general fields 
of industry, whose problems are our prob- 
lems, and whose battles are our battles. 

“It is to such, on this occasion, that 
I especially wish to address myself. 

“Tl am glad to proclaim to you that 
light is breaking in the east, that the 
long night for wage earners has ended, 
and that the dawning of a new day is 
already at hand for the laboring classes. 

“But 1 wish to impress upon you that 
we have reached our present #position 
after much patience and _ tribulation, 
through earnest, faithful, undaunted and 
devoted cooperation with each other, 
without which we could have accomplish- 
ed nothing. 

“Today, we have spread out before us 
the hope and prospect of a better, broad- 
er and loftier existence for ourselves, our 
families and our future generations, 

“Do you wish to know the way that 
leads to that fuller and better life 

“T assure you with all the earnestness 
of my soul, and proclaim with the fatih 
of a prophet, that your complete and 
glorious success is spelled out in the few 
magic letters of the one golden word— 
‘“Organization.”’ 

“When acting in our individual capac- 
ity our cause is isolated, insignificant, 
powerless and hopeless; but in-organiza- 
tion there is community of interest, mu- 
tual regard, general cooperation, self re- 
spect and vast power and influence. 

“The power of the individual compared 
to that of the compaét organization is 
as a slender twig to a giant oak, or an 
atom of earth to a mountain range. 

“T ask vou, my friends, to learn the 
wisdom of organization from the capi- 
talists themselves, who are today organ- 
ized everywhere into great associations 
for their own protection and enrichment. 

“But I mention the well known com- 
binati@ policies of the capitalistic classes 
in pagsing for the purpose of argument

“He may irritate and provoke, but he 
is not the man who is capable of seri- 
ously disturbing the mutual friendship 
between capital and labor. 

“I wish now to impress upon you, with 
all of my strength, that, notwithstanding 
the fact that the highest and most natur- 
al interests of capital and labor place 
them upon the logical basis of friendship 
and mutuality, the great truth neverthe- 
less remains that an economic issue be- 
tween the two also exists, and ever will 
exist under a wage system. 

“T refer to the relationship of buyer 
and seller. 

“It is natural econqny that the employ- 
ing classes should desire to buy at a re- 
duced price and that the laboring classes 
should strive to get as much in the mar- 
ket for their labor as possible.

Dr. Bphraim Smith, the well-known 
bacterlologist and’ pathologist, has re- 
cently made a chemical and bacteriolog- 
ical examination of the city’s water, 
and declares he does not consider it im- 
mediately dangerous, but there fs a con- 
stant possibility of it becoming con- 
taminated at any time from heavy rain- 
fal] or conditions above the city's intake. 

In suggesting a remedy for the pres- 
ent condiition of the water, Dr. Smith 
points to an editorial printed in The 
Constitution. August 16. In ¢hat edi- 
torial the necessity for completing the 
new reservoir, thereby doubling the 
city’s reservoir’ ¢apacity, was pointed 
out. The increase tn the reservoir ca- 
pacity of the city, which will give the 
water an Opportunity to settle and will 
not overwork the filteration system, will, 
In the opinion of Dr. Smith, remedy the 
evil.

possible to obtain with the present facfl- 
ities. One reason for the muddy condi- 
‘tion of the water as {t now runs through 
ithe citv hydrants is that the drain upon 
the reservoir is so great there is no op- 
portunity for the water to remain there 
long enough to permit its settling, and 
ithe filtration plant is, in consequence, 
‘unable to cure it of all impuritfes. 

Some time ago the council, recognizing 
the need for greater reservoir. facilities, 
purchased a large tract of land adjoin- 
'ing the present reservoly A survey of 
this shows that it is possible to construct 
here a new reservoir of almost double 
‘the capacity of the present one. Its con- 
‘struction would mean the trebling of the 
| reservoir facilities of Atlanta, and would, 
in consequence, not only remove the 
‘menace of supply based upon a single 
reservoir but would insure the proper 
treatment, by settling, of water for the 
‘city, the supply of one reservoir being 
‘drawn on while the other was settling. 

This land is ready to be converted into 
'a reservoir which would be of vast 
‘value to the people. The work of ex- 
eavation and filling in is to be done by 
‘the county convicts, but there has been 
‘delay in putting them to work, on the 
| plea that they have been needed on the 
/ roada, 

Now. however badly these men may be
